Imitation Is Not Justification. 


Premier Greenfield argues that 
as other provinces tax insurance 
companies the Alberta Govern- 
ment would have been passing up 
a chance if it had failed to also 
clap on a tax. By inference, if 
other provinces saw fit to put a 
tax on air the Alberta administra- 
tion would feel bound to charge 
people a fee for breathing. If 
there is to be any relief from over- 
taxation the tradition will have to 
be broken down that whatever is 
done in nay other country in the 
way of penalising the public 
ought to be done in Canada, and 
that whatever tariff-raising device 
is adopted by one province must 
be applied also by others. The 
tradition is indefensible in reason, 
and as a matter of public policy it 
is suicidal. If Canada needs more 
people the way to get them is to 
make it the lightest taxed coun- 
try on earth. Instead of search- 
ing the statute books of the world 
with a microscope.to find -prece- 
dents for piling on new tax bur- 
dens, our Governments should be 
studying the causes of the present 
stagnant conditicns for opportun- 
ities to take off some of the bur- 
dens already imposed. 


‘“‘Windy’’ William Irwin, M. 
P., thinks the country would be 
better off if a half million people 
who have got beyond forty-five 
years of age were buried. There 
need not be any doubt that the 
Calgary member means precisely 
what he says; or that if he could 
succeed in setting up a Soviet ty- 
ranny he would take steps to 
carry his elimination theory a 
good way into execution, after the 
fashion of his great prototype at 
Moscow. William is a ‘‘red”’ 
agitator. He knows that if red- 
dism is to make progress, and the 
agitating business pay wages, its 
appeal will have to be directed to 
the less experieneed section of the 
community. When people have 
passed the forty-fifth milestone 
they usually get more sense than 
to listen to the soap box states- 
men and to hand out their hard- 
earned dollars to finance propa- 
ganda for the destruction of the 
country and their own enslave- 
ment, What William is 
raving against is the sobering 
down influence that comes with 
age. His quarrel is with Provid- 
ence; rather than with ‘‘the old 
folks.’’ In the conservative ten- 
dency that is born of hard knocks 
he recognises the saving force 
which holds the country more or 
less stable despite all that he and 
his friends can do to upset it. If 
the people who have spent twenty- 
five years or so earning their 
bread by the sweat of their brows 

and incidentally accumulating 
experience in the ways of men and 
knowledge of William and his 
kind—could only be killed off, all 
things would be possible to the 
revolutionaries. ‘The thing can’t 
be done; at least not for a while 
yet; not until there has been ‘‘con- 
siderable progress in organisation 
and development in education."’ 
But that is not William’s fault. 
We have his word for it that he 
thinks it ought to be done. 

Is William a knave or a fool, or 
a combination? That is what a 
good many people are asking at 
present, The answer is obvious. 
A knave certainly; but no fool. 
He is a Bolshevik. He did what 
he could three years ago to help 
set up in Western Canada the sys- 
tem of tyranny that has come into 
power in Russia. He understands 
that he is preaching a war of spo!l- 
iation against everyone who has 


really. 


enough to provide plunder, 

that those who have spent 
their early years in getting homes 
for themselves and a competence 
for old age stand in the way of 
his predatory schemes. If they 
could be wiped out, oniy a com- 
paratively small of the 
community would have a strong 
material interest in fighting revo- 
j lution and P tage gi the right to 
property. The ‘‘ Bourgeoisie’’ are 
mainly over the forty-five year 
mark.
